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Sharef for U.S. 


to seek new 
ideas for home

Housing Minister Ze'ev Sharef is 
to leave for a visit to the U.S. 
next week at the invitation of the 
Housing Committee of the Recon- 
stituted Jewish Agency. 

Chaired by New York builder Jack 
Weiler and comprising a number of 
Prominent American Jewish butild- 
ers, the committee was formed at 
the recent Reconstituted Jewish 
Agency Conference in Jerusalem 
to offer ideas, advice and funds to 
the Israeli housing authorities. 

The committee members intend to 
. Show the Minister several American 
methods of home-building which 
they feel could be put to good use 
in Israel to alleviate the homes 
shortage. 

The major innovation which the 
‘Weiler Committee would Itke to sec 
introduced to Israel is American- 
style factory-bullt homes, Of the 
two million homes put up in the 
U.S. last year, 400,000 were factory- 
built. In the state of Pennsylvania, 
nearly 50 per cent of all new homes 
were of this type. 

Factory-built homes, says Mr. 
Weller, are cheap to produce and 
pleasant to live in. They are ma- 
nufactured in America, com- 
pletely furnished — in special fac- 
tories on a conveyor-belt principle. 

The exterior of the homes is 
of aluminium, suitably covered uf 
course, and the interior, in the U.S. 
is made of wood, but in Israel some 
more available commodity could be 
used. Where they are produced fully 
furnished and equipped, the factories 
buy the furniture and fittings in 
bulk, and pass on the savings to 
the purchaser or tenant (in Ame- 
rica many of these homes are built 
to let). 

From the factories, they are ta- 
ken on giant trailers to the “parks” 
— estates of several hundred of 
these homes complete with infras- 
tructure landscaping, sewage. 
water, gas and electricity — ali 
Yald out in advance. In a matter of 
hours they are “installed”: plugged 
in to all the supplies and ready 
to live in. 

The cost: for ἃ three-room house, 
70 square metres in area, fully 
furnished and installed in situ —

under any contract of insurance," 
which do not have to be taken 
Into account in assessing compen- 
gation, in accordance with section 
$1 of the: Civil Wrongs Ordinance 
(New Version).

Panthers hold large but 
quiet demonstration

“Black Panthers” from ali over 
Israei took part in a large, but 
completely orderly, demonstration in 
Jerusalem yesterday evening. The 
erowd which, according to a police 
estimate reached 3,000 at one point 
‘(and according to other observers, 
5,000), dispersed quietly following 
the singing of ‘“Hatikva,"” after two 
hours of speeches, marches and slo- 
gan-shouting. Both the “Panthers” 
aud the Jerusalem police expressed 
satisfaction afterwards δὲ what one 
officer called ‘the nice, quiet demon- 
stration.” 

‘The demonstration, which was 
Meensed, started at the Davidka 
Square at 5.30, where several hun- 
dred people were already milling 
around, 

The main emphasis in the six 
“Panther” speechés were on quicker 
action to deal with the roots of 
poverty in Israel, rather than “just 
clearing up Musrera.” 

All sorts of new “Panther” slo- 
gans, some of which were a parody 
of those on the war situation, were 
on show, such as: “A government 
of discrimination will fall.” ‘No 
cease-fire on the poverty front,” and 
“Sharef τα we'll go on 
into flats until you resign.” 


For the first time ever, there was 
a poster of the American Black 
Panther clenched-fist salute. In 
answer to a question from The Jeru- 
salem Post, Panther leader Kochavi 
Shemesh said: “We copled ft from 
the Jewish Defence League.” 

At about 6.30 the “Panthers” and 
thelr supporters marched down the 
Jaffa Road, which the police had 
cleared. Shouting “Where is Sephardi 
honour?”, “we are all Panthers” 
and “Police state,” they arrived at 
the Jerusalem Municipality where a 
delegation demanded to see Mayor 
Teddy Koliek. Eventually Mr. Kollek 
saw Reuven Abergil, Edi Malka, and 
El Abigzer and told them that he 
would meet them nex} Tuesday even- 
ing. The “Panthers” zaid that their 
main demand to the Mayor was 
“stop thinking about parks, and 
start thinking about us.” Afterwards, 
the “Panthers” marched down to the 
Police Ministry in Beit Agron and 
handed a letter, which Assistant 
Commander Zvi Rudin promised to 
deliver to the Minister, Mr. Shlomo 
ἘΠΕ].

Generally speaking, Ra- 
fael engages in the development of 
sophisticated systems of relatively 
large size, which take several years 
to develop. Since the Six Day War, 
however, more emphasis has been 
Placed on “immediate response” sys- 
tems, to answer particular needs ay 
they come up.
